Marketings of fed cattle
during October were 63,000, up 9 percent from the same month

Cattle and calves on feed for slaughter market in the United States,
for feedlots with capacity of 1,000 or more head, totaled 11.8
million head on November 1, 2007, 2 percent below November 1,
2006 but 3 percent above November 1, 2005. Placements during
October totaled 2.72 million, 12 percent above 2006 but 3 percent
below 2005. Net placements were 2.67 million head. Marketings
